The secret orders are 
kept in the vaults of the individ- 
ual companies with instructions 
that they are not to be opened or 
executed until official notice from 
Washington. 

Names Are Secret. 


Officials said the names of the 
firms involv ed and the quantities 
of goods covered in the orders are | 
secret information and cannot be | 
divulged. 

It is all a part of a general in- 
dustrial mobilization plan worked | 
out by the War Industries Board 
some months ago as a means of 
setting in motion overnight the 
nation’s industrial machinery | 
should the country suddenly find | 
itself confronted with a war 
emergency. 

So far as known none of the se- 
cret orders have been released yet, 
although the department did an- 
nounce an award today of con-| 
tracts aggregating $4,215,000 for 
medical and other supplies falling 
somewhat in the category of rou- 
tine purchases. 

A complete list of the compa- 
nies recelv1 ing the contracts was 
not lr r available, but an 
examination of the firms receiving 
the larger contracts failed to dis- 
close any from Atlanta or Georgia. 

Firms Surveyed. 

Georgia manufacturing firms 
have already been surveyed and 
those approved for the preferred 
government contract list have 
been acquainted with the probable 
needs of the military and naval 
establishments in time of war. 
The secret orders contain blue 
prints and a schedule for definite 
production operations, it was said.

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Problem of Production 

It was but to be expected, and in -individ- 
uai cases it is, almost invariably, highly com- 
mendable, but there has been a confusion of 
Suggestion since the nation awoke to its urgent 
need of defense building which is apt to 
hinder the effectiveness of the program Wash- 
ington is trying to put into operation. 

Floods suggestions from loyal, eager 
citizens who want to help in meeting the 
emergency are coming from all quarters of 
the nation. Everyone has some pet scheme 
which, he believes, will go far toward ac- 
celerating the building of airships, the train- 
ing of men, the raising of money. And it is 
impossible, if the nation’s program is to retain 
any semblance of order, for any save one or 
two of these to be adopted. 

There have been suggestions by some news- 
paper writers which can only be attributed to 
uniformed irresponsibility. It must be con- 
ceded, however, that the great majority of the 
columnists and commentators in Washington 
are performing important service to the na- 
tion. Particularly the factual reporters. 

President Roosevelt, asked about repeated 
reports that he was considering inviting im- 
portant Republicans to join his cabinet, thus 
creating a form of coalition government, stated 
that he hadn't heard of the idea except through 
the newspapers. 

It would, on its face, be dangerous to thus 
interfere with the two-party system which is 
the accepted order of things in this democracy. 

There is, however, one suggestion which 
has been made that, for the sake of the de- 
fense problem itself, should be carried out. 
That is, the creation of a board of. leaders of 
industrial management to co-ordinate and di- 
rect the program. 

The problem of strengthening American 
defenses, is, primarily, a problem of produc- 
tion. It is neither a political problem nor a 
politica’ issue. The country has rarely been 
so unanimously behind a program as it is be- 
hind this. 

What the nation however, is the 
production of the impedimenta of modern war 
at such speed that this country may be made 
from any in the- shortest

needs. 


impregnable foe, 
possible time. 

This is a question of co-ordinated manufac- 
thousands of essentials in fighting 
equipment. It should be the self-evident course 
of commonsense to use, in this emergency, 
the tremendous reservoirs of production and 
management genius to be found among Ameri- 
can businessmen. 

A central, co-ordinating board to direct de- 
fense plan production all over the nation will 
do more to calm tendencies to hysteria, to 
expend the public moneys for greatst value 
and to get the job done in shortest time. 

The nation needs experts in production, not 
more politicians, whether they be Republicans, 
Democrats or of any other party.

How High’s Your Hedge? 


Safety engineers tell of a traffic intersec- 
tion in a certain city which, for more than a 
year, was notorious for the tremendous number 
of accidents there. Crashes between vehicles 
and tragedies involving cars and pedestrians 
were almost daily events. 

They said that occupants of the houses on 
that corner grew so accustomed to tragedy 
they no longer had any curiosity to see the 
.wreckage or the victims. When they heard 
@ scream or crash, they merely shrugged a 
‘ shoulder and telephoned for the ambulance. 
That was all. 

Then, however, an alarmed safety official 
“investigated that corner. And he found that 
one home owner had a high, thick, ornamental 
hedge on his property which completely block- 
ed vision from both directions at the inter- 
section. 

' The home owner was induced to cut down 
his hedge and substitute an ornamental fence. 
And, from then on, there were no more acci- 

dents. For more than a year not a single 

mishap, minor or major, has been recorded at 
that spot. 

At how many Atlanta corners are there high 
hedges or trees or shrubs which interfere with 


the vision of drivers and pedestrians alike? 
There must be a number. Undoubtedly the 
owners of the property on which such hazards 
have been created are innocent of any ill in- 
tent and would gladly remedy the situation, if 
once it was brought to their attention. 

The safety record of Atlanta might take 
another jump for the better if our traffic ex- 
perts surveyed the city for just the conditions 
described above. 

Moscow Is Nervous 

When Joseph Stalin and Adolf Hitler made 
their deal, a year ago, each was basing his 
plans for the future on a different thesis. Each 
was thinking of how best to circumvent the 
other if the future of Europe went according 
to each one’s desire. For neither Germany 
nor Russia wants a too-powerful partner, or 
enemy, as the case may be. 

Stalin went into the deal under the belief 
that the European war would be a long one, 
with an utterly exhausted Germany at his 
mercy at the end. Hitler, to the contrary, be- 
lieved he could win a quick victory in the 
west—he may have been right—and could then 
turn and easily handle any Russian threat. 

Today, as a result of the happenings in 
the west, Stalin and Moscow are extremely 
nervous. The soviet does not relish the thought 
of a strong Germany, flushed with quick vic- 
tory, on her borders. It is upon this fact that 
some observers of the world scene predicate 
arguments that Russia might yet attack Ger- 
many on the east. 

Supporting this theory, which may well be 
but wishful thinking, however, is the firmness 
of Sweden’s refusal to permit German troops 
to pass through Swedish territory for the relief 
of Narvik. Few diplomats believe Sweden 
would have been so firm in that reply to 
Hitler if she had not received some assurances 
of Russian protection in the event Germany 
tried to attack her. 

Undoubtedly, Allied diplomats are doing 
everything they can to induce Russia to aid 
them against Germany. They would pay a stiff 
price for such aid, today. 

It is also doubtless true that there are im- 
portant undercover negotiations on between 
the Allies and Italy. After all, Italy has al- 
ways been notoriously willing to fight for any 
Side which, she thinks, will offer her most. 
Mussolini has not yet joined the conflict on the 
side of his ally, Hitler, and it is by no means 
unreasonable to believe that his very hesi- 
tancy, his permitted outbreaks of anti-Ally 
feeling in Rome, and other rumblings, are in- 
tended to be as ominous as possible for the 
sake of driving a better bargain. 

Thirdly, there is Tokio. The Japanese are 
just as anxious as the Russians that Germany 
should not win the war too quickly. British 
diplomacy must be at work in the Far East. 
And there are whispers in Washington that 
even the United States would not be averse to 
making concessions to the Japanese in re- 
turn for a friendly attitude toward the Allies 
by Tokio. If proper assurances could be given, 
and accepted, the United States would un- 
doubtedly much prefer to have its fleet in the 
Atlantic than in the Pacific. 

No one can doubt there is much activity in 
world diplomacy. What the result, only time 
may tell. But it is altogether possible that 
new surprises, new shocks, are in store for the 
would-be innocent bystanders among the na-

Editorial of the Day 
FLORIDA MOSS IN DEMAND 
(From The Florida Times-Union.) 


Long used for various purposes and the har- 
vesting and preparing of it for market giving 
employment to a considerable number of men in 
Florida, the beautiful Spanish moss which adorns 
forest trees in this state to a great extent, is being 
found useful in new ways. 

One of the new uses for Spanish moss fibers 
has been developed by the modern air-condition- 
ing industry. The fibers are woven into a mat, 
held in a wooden or metal frame, and placed in 
the air-intake to clean and filter the incoming air. 
Ofttimes the mat is moistened with a sticky, resin- 
ous oil, and it will pick up all dust particles as 
the air moves through it to the vent where it is 
forced into buildings. 

The Grower says that similar air-cleaning use 
of Spanish moss fiber is made in filters attached 
to carburetors on automobile, airplane and other 
internal combustion engines. ‘Spanish moss has 
also been discovered to be a valuable source of 
nourishment for range cattle,” the Grower adds. 
“And while it is rather bulky for cooking in an 
ordinary kettle, man could use its broth as a 
vegetable broth if so minded.” The moss is prob- 
ably not used to any extent as human food; but 
it is interesting to know that it could be so used 
if desirable. 

Although the Spanish moss adorns the forest 
trecs throughout the south, it enters commercial 
channels almost entirely from the states of. Flor- 
ida and Lousiana. Florida is remarked as having 
ten firms supplying to commerce the moss, and 
the demand for it is indicated as steadily in- 
creasing.

REFUGE FOR THE BRITISH FLEET WASHINGTON, May 
24.—If the Allied ar- 


mies are defeated and the British Isles overwhelmed by the terror 
from the air, every high official of the State, War and Navy de- 
partments fervently prays that the British fleet will take refuge on 
this side of the Atlantic. There is no solid reason to suppose that 
this universal prayer will be granted. Yet the fact that everyone 
is praying casts the most striking light on the true position of this 
country in this crisis of world affairs. 

The truth is, if the Germans win a decisive victory, it will be 
the best we can hope for the British fleet to re-base itself in Can- 
ada. The presence of the British war vessels in Canadian ports will, 
of course, call for decisions by us which are sure to be disagree- 
able to the muddle-minded and ostrich-headed. 

Canada lacks both the facilities and resources to maintain a 
great fleet for any space of time. The expense alone would be far 
beyond the powers of Canada, and, indeed, beyond the combined 
powers of all the British dominions. The United States, therefore, 
would have to choose between fueling, supplying and maintaining 
the British ships, or losing this great potential source of sea power. 

Canada is a belligerent. The British fleet is part of the war 
establishment of one of the leading belligerents. If we should choose 
to make the needed contributions to the fleet’s support, weewould 
be guilty of an unneutral act;:in fact, we would be ourselves forced 
to accept a technically belligerent role, provided the German gov- 
ernment wished to press matters to their ultimate conclusion. 


NOSE-THUMBING AT BERLIN (It is the best proof of the 


mythical quality of the iso- 
lationist theory that there is small doubt we would maintain the 
fleet and let technical neutrality and belligerency go to the devil. 
We could not afford to miss such an immense opportunity, and no 
one in the country would advocate letting it slip. 

For. with the British fleet acting in concert with the American 
navy, we should be in the happy position of being able to defy 
Berlin with impunity. The strategic position of the United States 
is vastly extended, running from Alaska to Cape Horn, and from 
the trade route to the Malay states in the Pacific to such Atlantic 
islands as the Cape Verdes, which we would not wish to see in 
hostile hands. But as yet it is not a position very vulnerable to air 
power. So long as there is the naval power to prevent powerful 
and unfriendly nations from obtaining bases of attack against us, we

¥ The clothing on both bodies 
had been soaked with kerosene al- 
though no kerosene was found in 
the automobile. Peek’s coat. sat- 
urated with kerosene, lay between 
his body and that of his wife. 

3. A trail of blood led up the 
asphalt road toward Marietta a 
quarter of a mile to the Libertv 
Hill church In front of the 
church, on the road, was a large 
bloodstain.. A similar stain was 
on the pavement at the bridge 
leading police to surmise that the 
car had stopped and that blood 
had run from the back seat under 
the door and over’ the running 
board to the road. 

Shoe Missing. 

4. Mrs. Peek’s right shoe was on 
the floor of the rear seat of the 
car. Her left shoe was never found 
in all subsequent investigation.

It was also recalled that police 
theorized that if the Peek § car 
had skidded off the highway acci- 
dentally, and dropped to the bot- 
tom of the cut, the driver would 
have thrown on the brakes and 
the earth and grass would have 
been torn and scarred by skidding 
wheels. Not a blade of grass was 
path, 
however, and there were no signs 
of scraping wheels. A guard rail 
near-by also was undamaged. 

Helen Peek, a short time after 
the finding of the bodies, express- 
ed the bclief that her father 
stepmother had been murdered. 

Probe Closed in July. 

Investigation of the murders was 
officially closed on Cobb county
